TUK CH1M1NAL AMENDMENT BIU.. 


LONDON, April 13.—In ;the House ol 


Commons last evening Mr. Hugh Holmes, 
Attorney-General of Ireland, resuming 
the debate on the Irish Criminal Amend- 
ment bill, asserted- that not one of the 
provisions of the bill would interfere 
with the constitutional rights of the peo- 
ple of Ireland, nor infringe Upon their 
public rights. Society In Ireland, it must 
be remembered, was wholly disorganized. 
The people had become depraved in 
morals, and appeared to sympathize with 
criminals,

law-breakers, and, when sworn to do 
ther duty as jurymen, refusing to convict 
when the evidence against the malefactor 
was plain and uncontrudictml. It was for 
this reason, Mr. Holmes said, that tho 
clause providing for a uhaiige of venue In 
certain cases was drafted, but he hoped 
that frequent recourse to tho proceedure 
authorized by this clause would not be 
found necessary.

executive officers than justices of the 
peace in England are, nud said that every 
possible precaution would be taken to 
prevent magistrates from interfering un- 
less the low was flagrantly defied. The 
power of the viceroy to suppress associa- 
tions and organisations dangerous to the 
peace or operation of the law was sub- 
ject to the veto of 1'aHiameiit, but the 
(lovernniont adhered to its proposal to 
make the act perpetual, although Parlia- 
ment could repeal It whenever it might 
be necessary to do so. 


Mr Hugh C. E. Childers said that ho 


would admit that some of the provisions 
of Hie bill would not be altogether objec- 
tionable if applied to England and Ireland 
alike, but directed against Ireland alone, 
they .were unwarranted and would enevit- 
nbly evoke disorder. A^uinst.the clauses 
in which the bill gave certain powers "to 
resident magistrates, who he knew were 
lotallyunnttoexerclse them, he earnestly 
protested, as he also did against the 
proposal to try Irish prisoners in England, 
which he regarded as one of the very 
worst features of the bill. As to the hill 
as a whole, Mr. Childers ridiculed the 
measure unmercifully, calling special 
attention to the looseness of its con 
ttructlon and the ambiguity of its de- 
UniUons, which defects, he said, could 
not fall to render a number of its clauses 
void uud Inoperative 


Mr. Henry Matthew* said that while the 


bill might not be-based upon an abnormal 
amount ot crime he would still advise the 
opposition to refrain from pressing the 
argument of the comparative scarcity of 
crime in Ireland too far. The present bill 
be declared, was the mildest measure by 
all odds that had been proposed for Ire- 
land In the last seventeen years, and aa 
for its Justice, the Government didnotap- 
peal to Hyde Park demonstrations, but to 
the sober judgment of the Bouse of Com- 
mons.

He went up closer 
to Ihein, and saw bolh distinctly. One 
was much ttie taller, and wore a slouch 
hat.

him up " The following morning, as soon 
us he heard of the murder, he notified 
Chief of Police Murray and others. The 
witness maintained his position through- 
out n prolruoted find severe cross-e«am- 
ination. though h" said the men boarded 
the first ir.iui, «h,ch was not the one 
on which Nichols wa» killed. The wit- 
ness Hnished his testimony n* 8:80 p. m., 
and cniiri adjourned until to-day.

THE NEW ADDITION. 


What Mills and Starr are Doing. 


In yesterday's paper we chronicled the 


sale of the Packard 80 to Isaac K. Mills 
and W. H. Starr. These gentlemen as* 
of the kind that do not let the grass grow 
under their feet, and to-day they have 
Surveyor Loring at work surveying and 
platting the north 20 acres of their pur- 
chase, which will be their first addition, 
and which they will place upon the 
market at once. This will cut np into 
112 40 foot lots, and if there is a finer or 
more sightly piece of ground in the city 
or near it we do not know where it is. 
We learn that already there is quite a 
considerable inquiry for these lots, and 
if the demand keeps up as it has started 
out it will not be many days before Mills 
& Starr will find it to their interest to lay 
out 20 acres more. 


It is the intention to lay out a public 


road along the west line of the property, 
which~ will be a continuation of Peake 
street, and which would strike the pres- 
ent road leading from the Maffit bridge 
at the top of the hill north of D. A. 
Maffit's residence. 
The laying out of 


this road would open up a large amount 
of property on the west aidejof it, and it 
would soon become a very desirable part 
of the city. It is a mistake to suppose 
that this new addition is "a long way 
out." 
There are several thickly settled 


portions of the city that are much farther 
from the business part of the town. Be- 
sides we cannot expect Decatur to grow 
much larger within its present limits. 
There are bnt comparatively few vacant 
lots in the older portion of the city. 
Nearly every forty foot lot is occupied. 
The town must grow, if it grows at all, 
on the outskirts, where lots can be had 
at such figures as people CHU afford to 
pay for property to build on. It is only 
the few who can afford to pay $1200 or 
$1500 for u lot on which to put an $800 
house. The great majority must get 
cheaper lots or do without 
It is to the 


outskirts thut the bulk of the people 
must go for their homes, on just such 
land na that which Mills & Starr are 
tibout to put upon the market.
